'There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  Uie  number  of  notifica¬ 
tions  compared  with  last  year,  chiellv  scarlet  fever  ami 
diphtheria.  The  scarlet  fever  cases  were  mostly  of  a  mild  type 
and  tile  outbreak  was  scattered.  An  outbreak  of  diphtneria 
occurrcfl  at  I’ill  in  Eebruary,  the  first  cases  behip'  children 
altendiny  the  Infant  School.  As  a  result  of  a  systematic 
examination  of  the  children  attendinp^  this  school,  no  less  than 
7  nasal  carriers  were  discovered  and  isolated,  and  no  further 
cases  occurred  after  the  middle  of  March,  in  fact,  only  8  cases 
of  acute  diphtheria  occurred,  altogether,  the  remainder  beintf 
the  7  carriers.  i 

Other  cases  occurred  at  Wr.axall,  Nailsea  and  '1  ickenhtim 
amomyst  ('hildn.'n  attending;'  a  C'levedon  .School,  where  a  number 
of  cases  had  occurred.  (>ne  of  these  also  was  a  carrier  dis¬ 
covered  bv  examination  of  contacts. 

In  .March,  th(>  arrangement  with  the  Bristol  authority,  to 
send  cases  of  infectious  disexises  I  rom  this  district  to  tin*  Bristol 
Isolation  Hospital  at  I  lam  (ireen,  came  into  lorce  and  this 
Cotmeirs  Hospital  at  I'lax  Bourlon  was  closed,  (fnl)'  6  cases 
were  treated  there  this  vetir  durintf  the  time  it  was  oiien,  5  ot 
di|ihlheria  and  i  of  scttrlet  li'Vt'r.  'I  his  Hospital  had  served  a 
most  useful  ])ttrpose  for  a  mtmbi'r  ol  yixirs,  bitt  it  w;is  not 


( (|iii|)|)r(l  arrordiii^'  lo  niodi'm  standards  ol  llospital  cllicicncy 
and  liu'  lU'w  arran^'nincnt  with  Bristol  will  undouhU'dly  Ix;  a 
i^ia-al  hanrlii  to  tlu'  inhabitants  ol  this  arc'a.  In  waiting  this 
(■|)  la|)h  of  tlu'  Hospital,  1  should  like  to  l'xi)icss  my  great 
appreciation  ol  the  exc;  lk‘nl_  and  ellicieiU  manner  in  which  the 
Medical  Ollicer,  Dr.  R.  h.  \Vhite  and  tlu;  Matron,  Mrs,  Vowlcs, 
have  carried  out  their  duties,  and  the  excellent  results  obtained 
there  under  dilhcult  conditions.

IHK  DISTRICT. 

1  lie  names  of  Medical  OlFcer  of  Heallh  and  Sanitary 
Ollicers  are  ^iven  on  llie  first  page. 

Nl'Rsixo  in'iiie  Home.  None  is  provided  by  this  Authority, 
hut  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations  which  are  all  alliliated 
to  the  Somerset  County  Nursing  Association.  The  district  is 
well  covered  by  these  Nursing  Associations,  which  number 
7,  viz  :  Long  Ashton,  Bishopsworth,  Nailsea,  Till  and  District, 
W'raxall,  Winford  and  Yatton.  In  addition  to  these,  villages 
adjacent  to  Clevedon  are  provided  for  bv  the  Clcvedon  nurses, 
and  villages  adjacent  to  Portishead  are  provided  for  by 
Portishead  nurses.  Further  details  are  given  in  the  Report  for 
1930.  Nursing  of  Infectious  cases,  if  retuiircd,  is  providid  bv 
the  County  .Authority. 

Midwives.  Most  of  these  are  district  nurses,  but  there  are 
some  practising  privately.  Cases  in  villages  adjacent  to  Bristol, 
Clevedon  and  Portishead  are  often  attended  by  Midwives  from 
these  towns.  The  service  in  this  area  Is  quite  satisfactory. 

Poor  L.vw.  This  district  is  now  part  of  the  AA'eston-super- 
Mare  Public  Assistance  Committee’s  area  and  the  Hospital  is 
at  Axbrklge. 

Laboratory  Facilities  are  provided  by  the  County  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Countv  Hall,  Taunton. 

Clinics.  Schools  for  Mothers  and  Infant  AYelfarc  are  held 
at  Long  Ashton,  Pill  and  Wraxall,  and  villages  near  Clcvedon 
are  provideil  for  in  that  town. 

'I'RE  AT.ME.NT  CENTRES  I'OR  A’ENEREAL  DISEASES.  This  Is  at 
Bristol  Royal  Infirmarw 

There  are  no  nursing  or  maternity  homes  and  no  institutional 
provision  for  unmarrii'd  mothers,  illegilunate  inlants  or  homeless 
children  in  the  area,  other  than  the  f-icilili.s  provided  by  the 
Poor  Law  .Authority. 

The  Countv  Authority  provides  for  Mental  Delectives. 

Hosi’ITAI.s.  'fhere  :ire  none  In  tlie  area,  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Flax  Bourton  J having  been  closed  in  March  last,  owing  to 
arrangements  having  been  ]nil  in  force  providing  for  all 
infectious  c'ases  iiothis  :irea  to  be  treatcfl  at  the  Bristol  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Ham  Creen  which  is  conveniently  situated  practically 
in  the  .area.  L'or  general  medical  and  surgical  purposes  the  large 
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Hospitals  in  Bristol  allonl  owr\-  Itu'ilily  lor  cast's  in  lliis 
(listi'icl,  hut,  C'olla^c  llosiiilals  in  the  larger  \illa_L;'cs  such  as 
Pill,  Xailsc.i  and  \’alIoii  would  ln'  welcome  and  would  relieve 
to  some  extenl-ythe  shortage  of  beds  in  the  Bristol  Hospitals. 

'I  he  Biislol  He.alth  .\ulhoiitv  carries  out.  the 
remo\;d  ol  etises  to  their  Isolation  Hospital  irom  this  district

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from  conlaiiiiiiai ion.  Olliar  I'uhllc  Su])|)'i('s  in  the-  area  are  also 
examined  periodically,  and  all  have  been  lound  sat isfaclorv 
both  as  regards  (|ualily  and  cpiantitv. 

Forty-four  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  b)r 
bacteriolot^'ieal  examination  and  where  necesstiry  appropriate 
action  has  been  taken. 

DRAINAC.F  AND  SFWERAGE. 

No  new  sewage  tlis])osar  works  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

Noktii  \\'eston.  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  h:is  been 
held  and  a  loan  sanctionetl  for  a  sewage  scheme  for  the 
Cdevedon  Road  and  Honeylands  portion  of  the  parish.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  scheme  will  be  carried  out  during  1939- 

W’l.xi'oKi;.  A  s(  heme  for  the  W'inford  \ilkige  portion  of  the 
parish  hits  been  under  consideration,  and  is  dependent  on  the 
passing  of  the  Bristol  W  ater  Works  Company’s  Bill,  now  befo'^e 
Farliament.  I  he  Whiter  Company  is  willing  to  make  a  sub¬ 
stantial  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme. 

Vai'tox.  Messrs.  W’ake  N  Dean,  Ltd.,  have  hiid  a  con¬ 
siderable  length  of  sews_r  at  Horsecastle  for  the  purpose  of  their 
new  building  esta.te. 

Eu.x'c,  Ashton.  Bishopsworth  sewers  have  been  extended  to 
a  new  building  estate  at  Ilighridge  Common. 

Nailsea.  'I'here  is  need  for  a  small  sewerage  scheme  at  the 
Kings  Hill  and  Union  Street  are:i  of  the  ]3arish.  dhe  other 
portions  of  this  parish  in  my  opinion  do  not  require  a  sewage 
system  unless  a  large  building  de\'elopment  occurs. 

RH’I'RS  AND  SdRI'AMS. 

'riiere  are  no  fresh  developments,  and  marked  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  the  rivers  and  streams  has  oci'urreil  in  recent 
years. 

I'his  im|:)rovement  is  verv  evident  in  the  |)arish  ol  Yatton, 
where  the  jirovision  of  a  si'werage  scheme  has  done  nuu'h  to 
reduce  the  iiollution  of  the  streams  and  ditches. 

d  he  pollution  ol  the  Rivc'r  \vo  at  Wraxall  bv  ellluent  from 
a  cider  factorv  has  been  \ery  much  reduced  by  resorting  to  land 
irrigtition. 
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It  is  ;iiuii'ipat(.‘(l  lliai  the  pi'oposcd  seweraj^X'  sclicnu'  lor  llif 
(  Icxcdon  Road  ])orlion  of  the  paiisli  of  Noi'th  Weston  will 
eradicate  the  |)resent  pollution  ul  a  ditch  which  is  caused  1)V  the 
disi'hari^i'  Iroin  an  old  sewer.

(4)  To  maint.'iin  liason  with  other  Regional  Councils  and 
with  the  .Ministry  of  Health. 

(5)  Prop.'iganda  and  education,  and  research. 

(6)  Co-operation  with  industry.

Bristol  and  Bath,  this  District  Council  having  two 
representatives. 

SWLMMINC  B.Vl'HS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  baths  or  pools  open 
to  the  public,  in  the  area. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUC.S. 

1  am  happy  to  say  that  bed  bugs  are  very  infrecjuently  met 
w'ith  in  dweiling-houses  in  this  district. 

During  the  vear  no  unfit  houses,  Council  houses,  or  other 
houses,  were  found  to  be  infested,  and  conseciuently  no  action 
has  been  necessary. 

\'erminous  houses  are  sprayed  with  “  Zaldecide 
insecticide,  and  this  has  usually  been  found  elTective. 


SCHOOLS. 

•'fhere  are  25  in  the  district.  Two  complaints  were  received 
during  the  \ear,  ol  sanitarv  delects  at  two  schools  and  ha\e 
been  remedkd.

HOUSING. 

1  lu'  IIoLisini,'-  C'ommiuc:-  have  been  very  I'ullv  oceupied  a^ain 
this  year  in  dealing-  with  the  many  problems  of  slum  clearances, 
re-housing-  and  re-conditioning. 

I'wo  ilearance  areas  iiuolving  12  houses  were  subn-iitted  to 
the  -Minister  of  Health  lor  c(,)nlirmation.  These  were  I’ill 
c  learance  Areas  Nt)s.  8  and  cj,  sitiuite  at  Myrtle  Hill,  and  after 
a  |)ublic  iiKiLiiry  the  -tfrders  were  eonlirn-ied  subject  to  the 
Council  paying  compensation  in  respect  of  one  well  mainttiined 
house. 

.At  the  end  of  the  year  there  ren-i;iined  59  houses  on  which 
demolition  orders  were  operative,  together  with  40  houses  in 
conlirn-ied  clearance  areas.  considerable  number  of  insanit-ir;,- 
h('uses  have  also  been  closed  on  undertakings.  Action  is  not 
yet  complete  in  respect  of  a  further  46  houses,  which  hti\e  been 
represented  as  being  unlit. 

Forty-one  houses  were  erected  and  completcal  by  the 
Council  during  the  year  to  re-house  persons  from  unlit  and 
o\ercrowded  houses.  A  further  36  houses  were  in  course  ol 
erection  :it  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  lifty-four  houses  were  erecteil  by  private 
enterprise.

to  the  i-ioti(.:e  of  ]U'operty  ownei-s,  and  elVorts  made  to  ]iersuade 
them  to  a\'ail  themsel\-es  of  the  assistance  given  by  the  .Acts. 

I  .ili-i  atiire  i-xiilaining  tlu‘  Acts  is  always  enclosed  with  a  noOce 
under  .Section  11  of  the  Housing  .Act,  i()3b. 

'The  Countv  S;mitar\'  Inspec'tor,  with  his  extensive  kiunv- 
li  dge  of  re-conditioning-,  has  gi\-en  great  assistanci',  and  his 
help  and  advice  has  been  much  ai)prt'ciated  both  by  properly 
owners  and  the  Coui-icil’s  oHic'ers. 

Four  houses  ha\-e  been  re-conditioned  with  assistance  under 
the  .\cts  and  work  is  j)roceeding  in  the  two  other  cases.

In  this  district  the  principal  collectors  of  milk  are  the  Bristol 
Co-operative  Society,  the  London  Co-operatTve  Society,  the 
Bristol  Pure  -Milk  Co.,  and  Messrs.  Hornby’s  Dairies,  Ltd. 

During-  the  year  126  samples  of  .Accredited  milk  and  32 
samples  of  Tuberculin  'Tested  milk  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  and  examined  at  the  Countv  Laboratorv.  Thirtv- 
two  samples  of  iriixed  rndk  were  also  taken  and  exammed  at 
the  Countv  Laboratorv  for  the  preseiice  of  tubercle  bacilli.  The 
irresence  of  tubercle  bacilli  was  found  in  two  of  these  samples. 

During-  the  vear  three  new  cowsheds  have  been  erected, 
and  improvements  made  to  eight  other  sheds.
